The instructions are 
understood 
to mffdifv the joint draft 
demands 
MacMurrav submitted to the 
state 
dep artment last week after his con­ 
ferences with the British and 
J a ­ 
p anese ministers. 
His new orders p ermit joint 
de­ 
mands for indemnity for the 
N an­ 
king and other outrages, 
and 
re ­ 
quest guarantees for future 
p ro­ 
tection of foreign lives and p rop erty 
but they do not authorize an Amer­ 
ican or joint ultimatum, according to 
informed p ersons here. 
It is considered p robable 
Mac- 
Alurray and the British and 
Ja p a ­ 
nese ministers at 
Peking will 
he 
able to agree on joint action along 
American lines. The ministers in P e­ 
king are said to be undecided whe­ 
ther to send the 
p rosp ectiv e 
de­ 
mands to nationalist foreign minister 
Cehn or to Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek in 
view of unofficial rep orts of a sp lit 
within the Nationalist regime. 
Unofficial rep orts today indicated 
the Nationalist military driv e toward 
Peking will be more rap id than 
at 
first anticip ated, with the northern 
general, Chang Tso-lin, unofficially 
rep orted 
ready ’ to withdraw 
into 
Manchuria and leav e the adv ance 
p ractically uncontested. 
Official sentiment here is based on 
a desire to p rotect legitimate Amer­ 
ican interests without 
issuing 
a 
sweep ing ifftimatum which American 
forces might not he sti’ong enough to 
enforce. Officials here are esp ecially 
anx ious to av oid 
foreign 
action 
which might stimulate rather 
than 
check anti-foreign outbursts in Chi­ 
na.

Martin A. Blacklidge, 
96 y ears 
old and recognized as the oldest re- 
ident of Rush 
county , 
died this 
morning at 1 :45 o clock at liis home 
in Union township , after an illness 
>f sev eral weeks with comp lications 
due to adv anced y ears. 
The deceased 
was 
born 
on the 
farm within a short distance 
of 
where he had sj>ent his entire life of 
almost a century , and died on 
the 
same farm. 
He was a well known 
man, and until a y ear ago, was 
a 
frequent v isitor in Rushv ille. 
During the p ast sev eral 
month 
his health began to fail, and he grad­ 
ually grew worse within the last few 
weeks. He celebrated his 96th birth­ 
day anniv ersary on January 
5th. 
His farm was tenanted 
by George 
Brown, with whom Mr. 
Blacklidge 
resided during the p ast few y ears. 
His wife p receded him in death 
and he is the last of a large family 
that settled in Union township 
as 
p ioneers. 
He is surv iv ed 
by three 
children, Mrs. 
Sarah 
Brooks 
of 
Rushv ille, Mrs. 
Macon 
W iley 
ot 
southeast of Rushv ille and Harv ey 
Blacklidge of 
Richmond, 
Va. 
A 
daughter,

ary basis under the old Jacksonv ille 
scale had failed to bring 
definite 
p eace efforts in ahy ot the 
central 
comp etitiv e 
regions 
of 
western 
Pennsy lv ania, Ohio, Indiana and Il­ 
linois. 
The number of men inv olv ed 
in 
the walkout which started up on ex ­ 
p iration of the 
Jacksonv ille 
wage 
agreement at midnight on March 31 
was being checked today , the tir.-.t 
full working day since 
the 
wage 
agreement ended. 
Officials of the Indiana district of 
the United Mine Workers announced 
that half a dozen more small op er­ 
ators had 
reached 
an 
agreement 
with the union to reop en their mines 
under the old scale. 
Op erators of strip mines 
in In­ 
diana will meet Thursday to cut ei 
wage negotiations with the 
union 
and it ap p eared p robable that a con­ 
tinuance of the Jacksonv ille 
scale 
would be secured. 
The strip mines p roduce ap p rox i­ 
mately 20 p er cent of the 
Indiana 
coal outp ut. Block coal op erators in 
the Brazil • district 
hav e 
already 
reached terms with the union.

“ Prol^bition has justified itself 
and when it gets a real chance, 
ils 
achiev ements will be 
miraculous,” 
Gifford Gordon, temp erance secre­ 
tary of the Discip les of Christ, told 
the congregation at the Main Street 
Christian church Sunday 
morning, 
sp eaking on the theme “ Hold Fast 
America”. Hcl sp oke at the ev ening 
serv ices on the subject, “ Who Said 
Modify f ” in which he took up the 
question of modification of the p i’o- 
hibition laws, terming it a subter­ 
fuge with the real aim to tear down 
p rohibition. 
in the first p art of his 
Sunday 
morning address Mr. Gordon dealt 
with the p rop aganda that is 
being 
used against p rohibition, and 
an ­ 
swered it with actual facts based on 
inv estigations he has made in 
this 
country . In the second p art he 
re­ 
p lied to the oft-rep eated charge that 
intox icants are being used more by 
y oung p eop le today than before p ro­ 
hibition. 
Mr. Gordon was born and reared 
in Australia and for a number 
of 
y ears was secretary of the Austra­ 
lian Temp erance 
Society . 
While 
serv ing in that cap acity he was sent 
to the United States by a group of 
Christian, business man of Melbourne 
to inv estigate how p rohibition work­ 
ed in this country and Canada. He 
has sp ent eight y ears in the 
United 
States, and after a thorough inquiry * 
obtaining information from official 
sources and p ersonal inv estigations, 
Mr. Gordon has concluded that p ro­ 
hibition is a success, 
even at 
its 
worst. 
Hav ing had op p ortunity to 
ob­ 
serv e conditions in Australia which 
docs not hav e p rohibition, and com­ 
p are them with p rohibition America, 
he was able 
to 
make 
comp arison 
fav orable to p rohibition, ho stated. 
Mr. Gordon enumerated some 
ok 
the things he discov ered during his 
inv estigations here. All but two 
of 
the six ty -eight alcoholic hosp itals in 
eristencc 
before 
the 
eighteenth 
amendment was adop ted, had gone 
out of business within two Vears a f ­ 
ter p rohibition became effective, 
ho 
said. 
“ Isn’t there some difference 
be­ 
tween what ‘They Say ’ and What the 
facts are,” commented Mr. Gordon, 
calling attention to the way p eop le 
sincerely in fav or of p rohibition are 
misled* into rep eating false 
state­ 
ments regarding the ill effects 
of 
p rohibition. 
Tie inv estigated the Keeler 
hos­ 
p itals which flourished before 
p ro­ 
hibition and said he found that they 
had been conv erted into 
hosp itals 
for soldiers. In this connection, he 
referred to a magazine article which 
said that the Keelev hosp ital wards 
wore being doubled after p rohibition 
went into effect. The home for ineb­ 
riates in Tennessee, consisting 
of 
five large buildings, had been 
con­ 
v erted into a soldiers’ hosp ital 
he 
found out during %be coui’se of his 
inquiry . 
“ We are now led’ to believ e 
that 
j there are far more deaths from al­ 
cohol than there were before the s a ­ 
loons were Abolished, ’ Air. Gordon 
continued. “ In 1916 there were 687 
deaths from alcohol and the news­ 
p ap ers nev er mentioned it, but now 
that a much smaller 
number 
of 
deaths occur during p rohibition, a 
great deal is said of it. 
“ Nicholas Murray 
Butler 
and 
Gov ernor Edwards of New 
Jersey 
called it p ure, legalized murder,” he 
recalled. “ Where were their v oices 
in 1916? Then it really was p ure, 
unadulterated murder, because 
the 
gov ernment licensed the selling 
of 
alcohol. ” 
Tie said that in 1920, the y ear be­ 
fore the bootleggers were 
p i ring 
their trade so successfully , 
there 
were onl? 
alcoholic deaths, com­ 
p ared with 687 before p rohibition. 
“ That shows y ou what p rohibi­ 
tion could do,” Air. Gordon 
added, 
“ if it had a chance, and p rohibition 
never will have a chance until every

Answer: It came into this country 
about 1” years ago in shipments of

Italy, and Hungary, some of which 
landed near Boston. That was be­ 
fore any law on the subject or any 
power to guard against such a pest 
had Even provided. As a matter 
of 
fact, we knew little about the corn 
borer in Europe. It had been a minor 


pest there and little mention of 
it 
was found in European literature. It 
was not recognized or reported 
as 
one of the principal pests of Europe 
and we weer not on guard against it.

broomeorn came over, was a period 
j when we had a very short crop 
in 
i tliis country, and there was an un­ 
usually large importation during that 
period, about 10,000 tons ol broom- 
I corn being brought in from abroad. 
The broomeorn 
was distributed 
at 
many different points, and a separ- 
I ate infestation also occurred in On­ 
tario, Canada. The corn borers which 
I are now causing the most 
serious 
i trouble came across Lake Erie and 
1 Lake St. Clair from 
Canada 
and 


from various points of intestatioiPin 
the United States. 


Cull Pullets In The Fall 
Pullets should be housed in their 
winter quarters at least two weeks 
! before they commence laying. 
B 
October 
maturity 
is desired, 
the j 
house should be cleaned and prepar­ 
ed for their reception by September 
15. Such practice may prevent 
an 
artificial fall molt, because pullets 
usually check iu their production, iI 
they are moved after they begin to 
lay. This is particularly true if they 
are not fat. 
Regardless of the number of pul­ 
lets that a person wishes to keep, it 
is seldom profitable to put into the 
laying house those which have grown 
slowly, are undersized or immature, 
are very thin, or have any signs of 
disease. To keep such stock is mere­ 
ly building up false hopes and 
it 
should be sold without hesitation. 
There may be pullets of two 
or 
three distinct sizes 
and 
develop­ 
ments. If so, they may do best 
ii 
placed in different pens. It is a com 
mon practice of good poultrymen to 
‘‘grade” their pullets and pen them 
by grade. The farmer with one p**n 
for his pullets and one for his hens 
cannot do this and lie may not get 
the fall egg production of the large 
poultryman.
